CRAIGELLACHIE.

Glimpses of Some of she Breeding Herds 


The Aberdeen Show is over and we leave 
the Granite City on a sunny Saturday morning 
for famous Spey-side, travelling in a north- 
westerley direction by the London and North- 
eastern Railway. In two hours time we arrive 
at Craigellachie in the country of the Grants. 
The Grant Clan of all the powerful Scottish 
claims was the last to yield to the conqueror, 
and it was from the Grant motto of “Craig- 
e-lochie’—Stand fast, stand firm, stand sure— 
that the charming little resort town of Craig- 
ellachie derived its name. 

Perhaps I should qualify the designation 
‘resort town’ by a more complete description. 
Because, while located on the banks of the 
Spey and in the midst of the finest game pre- 
serves of Great Britain which naturally at- 
tract to it both tourists and sportsmen, the 
town is also surrounded by some of the most 
renowned herds and flocks to be found any 
place in the world. Within a few miles of 


vated crops or pasture grasses are grown to the very edge 
of the road beds. Well kept hedges in many instances take 
the place of fences and in other cases stone is used for this 
purpose—it is only occasionally that one sees barbed wire 
which is so universally used in America. From a utility 
standpoint wire, of course, has its advantages. However, the 
other is more pleasing to the eye. The country homes of 
Scotland as well as the farm buildings are of stone construc- 
tion but when one crosses the line into England brick build- 
ings put in an appearance. It seemed to me that the build- 
ings furnished the principal contrast between the country 
places of England and Scotland. 

I could and should like to write at length concerning the 
— characteristics of the herds which it was our privi- 
ege to visit while in Great Britan but this is out of the ques- 
tion. They were all of a very high standard and all are well 
known to the Aberdeen-Angus world. In each one of them 
I saw outstanding animals—some of the greatest show yard 
celebrities of the British Isles and some of the most noted 
producing bulls and females of the Aberdeen-Angus breed of 
any country. It would be difficult, indeed, to say where the 


Craigellachie are, among others, the Aberdeen- 
Angus herds of W. G. MacPherson, Mulben; 
Sir John R. Finley, Baronet, Aberlour; J. F. 
Cumming, Kinermony; George Grant, Glenfar- 
clas; Sir George MacPherson Grant, Baronet, Ballindalloch—all of 
which we visited by motor while making our headquarters at the 
Craigellachie Hotel which during the summer and fall seasons is 
patronized almost exclusively by tourists and sportsmen. It is a 
quaint hostelry situated on a high bank overlooking the Spey. It 
is not much frequented during the winter months and consequently 
we had no difficulty in obtaining very pleasant and comfortable 
accommodations. Our several days stay there were among the 
most pleasant that we spent during our entire visit in Great 
Britain. A circumstance that added greatly to the home-like 
atmosphere of this hotel for us was that we found the proprie- 
tor and proprietress there to be delightful Mr. and Mrs. Shand, 
formerly of Portland, Oregon. Although Mr. Shand is a native 
of Scotland, in fact of Craigellachie, Mrs. Shand was born and 
grew up in Indiana. They welcomed us enthusiastically as fel- 
low-countrymen and did everything possible to make our stay 
there enjoyable and in this—as what I have already said would 
indicate—they were successful. 

The landscape round that about Cragellachie presents a 
combination of forests and rolling grass land hills. The forests 
of Great Britain add not a little to its beauty and very much in 
contrast to our American system they are being carefully pre- 
served. Reforestation takes place immediately upon the remov- 
el of the original timber. We saw hundreds of acres of these 
re-planted forests in both England and Scotland. Under this 
plan it is reasonable to expect that the British Isles will always 
remain very much as they are at present from the standpoint of 
scenic beauty. 

Perpetuation of the forests is not the only contrast to be 
noted in the way of the comparative charm of a British and an 

merican countryside. In Britain the utmost attention is given 

to orderliness combined with thrift. The 
fields are artfully laid out and in common _ Joram of Ballindal- 
with the roadsides kept free from weeds. loch...

best were found because of the very high standard of all. 
Ballindalloch has its Joram; Mulben its Evenson; Doonholm 
its Prince Benson; Ballintomb its Jarvie Eric; Aberlour its 
Boxer; Dulnain Bridge its Excellent; and so I might go on 
naming great bulls which I saw during my tour of the herds of 
Scotland. But the thing that impressed me most was the excep- 
tionally uniform quality of all the animals making up the herds. 
To be sure, the herds are not large. I would say that fifty animals 
would constitute the average herd of Scotland. I believe the larg- 
est herd we visited contained not to exceed eighty females. How- 
ever, among this number a mediocre one would be difficult to find.

for a visit from the Journal office. Matt was right as usual. Ina 
few minutes both members of the firm of William Rowles & Son 
were out to the farm and soon a real visit was on. A number of 
snap shots were taken, some of which weve sufficiently good for 
reproduction. It was quite a task to get one of “Billie” Rowles but 
we landed it after a fashion just the same as will be seen by the 
likeness of this gentleman on the front cover page today.

oa were dry and somewhat dusty on 
the morning of May 22d as Jack and I slipped 
out of the hangar and took to the air pretty 
early, arriving at Ames in time to grab a bite 
to eat and transfer to Prof. Stephenson’s big 
new Buick slightly before seven o’clock. It 
seems that these gentlemen were not familiar 
with the roads and so desired our company as 
sort of a pilot and general me- 
chanic. Things went along love- — - 
ly for a time. Soon we reached Berg Farm. 
Des Moines, and then Osceola 
where we left the paving and drove west via Creston, Corning, Vil- 
lisca and Clarinda to the state line at Braddyville and on to Bur- 
lington Junction, Missouri. I had just began to like this big road 
wagon when all of a sudden the professor slowed down to a stop. 
“Feels like we had a tire down” he said, and then it was that we 
discovered why the invitation had been extended—an experienced 
hand came in pretty handy.

It was growing late, the sun had sunk in a bank of dark look- 
ing clouds in the west. After declining a most urgent invitation 
to lunch with Mr. and Mrs. Caldwell the trio departed for Mary- 
ville, there to rest and make an early get away next morning. The 
clouds had not gathered in vain. It rained during the night so oth- 
er visits in that community were made impos- 
sible. It was quite necessary to keep to the 
better roads, and these led finally over to Wm. 
Berg’s place near’Parnell. By the time we 
had reached that vicinity the roads had dried 
considerably and going became more of a 
pleasure. Inquiry at a little inland town dis- 
closed the fact that “Billie” Berg’s place could 
not be missed. “Just foller the road and vou’ll 
run right up agin his barn” said the genial 
store keeper-postmaster, and so we followed 
instructions. Driving right straight from the 
highway into a big barn yard. Nobody in 
sight, however before we could alight Leo 
Berg came down the hillside from the house to 
greet us.

Stil] th, 
are those into whose yards we drive who say they have a few chain 
bulls to sell but there does not seem to be any demand. The troy}| 
largely lies with the breeder and not with the bulls. If his bulls 
are of the right type and quality, and the breeder will give then 
enough to eat the bulls will do their part. On the other hand when 
this same breeder fails to give these bulls proper publicity he mis. 
erably fails to give the bulls the chance they deserve. Good blood 
lines, good individuality, good type, well grown, good conditioned 
bulls are selling when folks learn where they are located. 

Messrs. L. V. Dickinson & Son, of Bogard, Missouri, long ago 
adopted the plan of carrying steady advertising space, not exces- 
sive in size or cost, but rather moderate. They grow good cattle 
and they grow them well. They keep their little advertisement 
fresh all the time and they sell their bulls. In fact they did not 
grow enough bulls this last year to take care of the calls. Ing 
recent letter they say “we have nothing to sell as we are complete- 
ly sold out and could have sold thirty or forty more bulls if we had 
had them.” These gentlemen carry a regular card whether they 
have anything to sell or not. They aim to keep their herd con- 
stantly before Journal readers. By changing the copy frequently 
readers are kept posted as to what is going on in their herd. Us- 
ually announcement is made in advance of the prospective sale 
stuff so interested parties may be thinking and corresponding 
about the cattle later to be offered. 

Perhaps the reader does not use space in his breed paper, feel- 
ing that the readers of the breed paper are sellers and not buyers. 
That is an impression that has been generously shouted from the 
housetops and it has had its influence as reflected in the number of 
advertisements appearing in the Journal. Fact of the matter is 90 
per cent of our readers are buyers. If, on the other hand, the oth- 
er ten per cent would display their goods in the windows of the 
breed paper it might be the means of securing another bid or two 
on their surplus cattle. Competition in buying is just as essential 
as is any other item in the breeding business. Where there is no 
competition and where the buyer has to search out for herself at 
more or less expense prospective bulls and breeding cows he is 
pretty apt to take advantage of the situation and buy them ata 
price that will allow something for the time and money spent do- 
ing the locating. If you don’t want to use your breed paper, get 
busy and use some other medium—tell folks. Tell them why Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls are better. Tell them why the packer buyers 
like Aberdeen-Angus steers when they come to 
market. Tell them how many times the Aber-

second issue is going into the mails which reads:

cern. 

We want a lot of these booster advertise- 
ments and we would like to have them run contin- 
uously. The price is negligible, only a dollar and 
a half an issue—and its worth that much to have

= can not afford to ignore. To date young, fat cattle reach the 
searket in the main, during two comparatively short periods of 
the year. Demand is calling for young, well finished cattle every 
month in the year. This situation demands that Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations and others develop methods whereby young cat- 
tle may be marketed every month in the year, as well as methods 
of reducing production costs. 

The Department of Animal Husbandry of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College is working on the problem of developing prac- 
tical methods that will enable 
cattle feeders to market young 


for Fall Market on a Minimum of Grain 


costs, $15.41 per head. It is interesting to note that the calves that 
received no grain during the winter gained less, were appraised at 
$.50 per cwt. more than the calves that received some grain and 
that each lot would have made almost identically the same profit 
had they been sold. The calves that had received no grain during 
the winter were appraised at a higher figure than the calves that 
had received a light feed of grain because they were thinner and, 
therefore, more desirable as cattle that would be grazed all sum- 
mer but will they in the end prove to be the most profitable when 
grazed to August 1 and then full fed 100 days? 

True to the prediction indicated by the appraised value per 
cwt. the calves that had been fed no grain the previous winter 
gained more on grass to August 1 than the calves fed a limited 
amount of grain, the former gaining 119 pounds in 90 days and the 
latter, 80.5 pounds. The difference in weight in the two lots when 
they went to grass was 93.5 pounds but only 56 pounds when they 

came off grass, showing that the 
thinner cattle are when they go 


fat cattle each month in the year, 
as well as more economical meth- 
ods of producing a pound of gain. 
As a matter of fact, it is combin- 
ing these two factors into one 
of its major projects. Work com- 
pleted and in progress together 
with plans for the future give 
promise of a satisfactory solution 
to this problem. ; 

We realize that there is no 
one method best for all feeders. 
The individual feeder must study 
carefully all methods and find 
the one best adapted to his own 
particular situation. However, 
conditions are so different on dif- 
ferent farms and in different 
counties and states that a prop- 
er adaptation coupled with a “Soe e 
proper study of the flow of fat Nye” aterm NS 0 
cattle to market and on feed fygioscc sik tee wees 


to grass the greater their gain 
on grass. . 

On August 1 these cattle 
were put in a dry lot and each 
group was fed 1 pound of cotton- 
seed meal per head per day and 
all the ground shelled corn and 
alfalfa hay it would eat. 

The lot that had received a 
limited amount of corn the prev- 
ious winter gained 2.86 pounds 
per head per day in the dry lot; 
the necessary selling price to 
break even at home was $10.34 
per cwt.; the appraised value at 
home, $15.50 per cwt.; the mar- 
gin per steer over steer and feed 
cost, $51.47 per head. 

The lot that had received no 
corn the previous winter gained 
2.76 pounds per head per day in 
the dry lot; the necessary selling 
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would help materially in solving 
the problem of orderly marketing. 

Today we are reporting on 
two methods of fattening young 
cattle. One method necessitates 
marketing in the late spring or 
early winter months. I shall discuss the latter method. In this 
case calves were purchased on the range in the fall, wintered, graz- 
ed on bluestem grass until approximately August 1, and then full 
fed in a dry lot for 100 days. Work previously reported indicated 
that calves that were to be handled in this way must be fatter 
when they went to grass than calves that were to be simply grazed 
during the summer season. The question of just how fat they 
should be was yet an undetermined matter, so one lot was wintered 
on all the cane silage it would eat, 2 pounds of alfalfa hay, and 
1 pound of cottonseed cake. A second lot was fed 5 pounds of corn 
in addition to the ration fed in the other lot. Both were grazed 
together on bluestem pasture in one of the College pastures until 
August 1 on which date they were brought up and placed in dry 
lots. The question may arise as to why they were fed in dry lots 
after August 1 instead of on pasture. The answer lies in the fact 
that previous tests showed that cattle fed in a dry lot after August 
1 produced almost 20 per cent more gain from the same amount of 
grain than cattle fed on pasture. 

Lot 1, fed 5 pounds of corn during the winter, weighed 345.67 
pounds at the start and gained 2.08 pounds per head per day dur- 
ing this 137-day test. Their winter feed cost was $22.20 per head; 
their necessary selling price to break even at home at the end of 
the wintering period, $9.55 per cwt.; their appraised value at home, 
$12.00 per cwt.; and the margin per steer over calf and feed cost, 
$15.45 per head. 

Lot 2, fed no corn during the winter, weighed 344.67 pounds at 
the start and gained 1.40 pounds per head per day. Their winter 
feed cost was $13.82 per head; their necessary selling price to 
break even at home was $9.63 per cwt.; their appraised value at 
home, $12.50 per ewt.; and the margin per steer over calf and feed

price to break even at home was 
$10.13 per cwt.; the appraised 
value at home, $15.00 per cwt.; 
the margin per steer over steer 
and feed cost, $45.34. 

In the end the calves fed a 
limited amount of grain during the preceding winter returned a 
margin of $6.13 greater than the calves fed no grain the previous 
winter. This test will be repeated again next year. 

A few observations on this test may be summarized as follows: 

1. The demand of today calls chiefly for small cuts of beef. 
This demand must be heeded if producers in general are to make 
the most out of their cattle feeding operations. 

2. The mid-west has more grass and less grain than the corn- 
belt. It must, therefore, work out a program of fattening little 
cattle that will enable one to produce a maximum of gain on a min- 
imum of grain and a maximum of grass and other roughage. 

3. This is one of the problems the Kansas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station has been working on for some time. 

4. Particular emphasis should be placed upon the large gains 
produced in this test by feeding comparatively small amounts of 
grain. In lot one, 39.3 bushels of corn and a small amount of cot- 
tonseed meal plus roughage including grass, produced 651.33 
pounds of gain in slightly less than 11 months. In lot two, 26.8 
bushels of corn and a small amount of cottonseed meal plus rough- 
age including grass, produced 587 pounds of gain in the same 
length of time. 

5. The possibility of securing a high degree of finish by this 
method of feeding young cattle is emphasized by the fact that cat- 
tle handled in this manner have sold within $.50 of the top of the 
market for the week in which they were sold. The justification of 
this price is evidenced by the fact that they dressed between 60 
and 61: per cent. z 

6. The calves fed a limited amount of grain during the win- 
ter made $6:13 more profit than those fed no grain, largely because 
they sold for $.50 a hundred more than [Continued on page 20

You or I may learn by reading a book the correct way to plow 
the land, but we do not learn what happens when the plow hits a 
stone. For this reason friends, I joined the Cass City Live Stock 
Betterment Club of Cass City, Michigan. I had read that the basic 
idea of club work was learning by doing, and so I joined the pig 
club in the year 1925 to learn through club work such lessons as no 
book teaches. I thought this was a good way to get a start in pure 
bred hogs. That first year meant a great deal to me and taught 
me many lessons. I thought it was my beginning in the world and 
so it is to any boy or girl starting in club work because the natural 
instinct to own—to have is born in you. My Chester White gilt 
looked good to me, but the judge who was placing the ring of hogs 
— local fair was of another opinion and I experienced my first 

efeat. 

I learned much about feeding, caring for hogs, and the type 
the judges were demanding my first year and selected a gilt from 
my spring litter to enter in the 1926 pig club. I also purchased an 
Aberdeen-Angus steer calf from the Wildwood Farms at Orion, 
Michigan. That fall, my steer was made Grand Champion of the 
show and my gilt placed first in a large class. This was an ex- 
perience that I will never forget. 

I was now beginning to see a great deal of value in club work 
and finding out that the real purpose of club work that we mem- 
bers strive for—making the best better—was bearing fruit. Each 
year was adding more experiences and teaching me many lessons 
that are indispensible in farm life. My last two years in Michigan 
4-H Club Work have been very successful 
ones for me. Each year, I have had an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer from the Wildwood 
Farms at Orion, Michigan, and last year I 
also puchased a Shorthorn steer from the C. 
H. Prescott & Sons Farms, at Prescott, Mich- 
igan. After exhibiting at the Michigan State 
Fair, I took my two steers to the Cleveland 
Junior Live Stock Show where my Shorthorn 
placed second in a class of sixty-five steers 
and was made Michigan Champion, after- 
wards selling for twenty-one cents per pound. 
1929 again finds me with two steers from the 
same farms. At the Michigan State Fair 
the past three years, my steers have won 
Grand Championship honors as well as plac- 
ing each time in the open classes. But this 
is not the most important thing that we get 
from live stock club work.

From here a short trip was 
of te tee heifer lot on an adjacent farm 
about 100 head of the nicest, evenest,

ona } a fattened for the market. “What 
be ou take for a choice of ten or a car- 
lot pe of that bunch?” brought the infor- 
tion that they could not be sold for 
breeding stock. Although they were pure 
bred the chains had been pulled and iden- 
tifications lost—they must go to the sham- 
bles when finished on grass and about the 
same grain rations as the steers were re- 
ceiving in the dry lot. Across the way ten 
yery smooth, sleek yearling heifers, the 
choice of last years calf crop were quietly 
resting beneath a clump of big shade trees. 
These heifers are of _excellent type and as 
even as one might wish to see. They were 
saved to go into the breeding—a part of a 
rocess that has been followed for years. 

On down the road in two big pastures 
either side the highway were about 120 
head of breeding cows, great, massive, 
straight lined, well balanced matrons with 
splendid calves at foot—just such cows as 
one would expect to find in Wm. Berg’s 
pastures. By the way, Mr. Berg, Sr., was 
at St. Joe consulting a physician and we 
were thus disappointed in not having the 
pleasure of a short visit with him. The 
cows inspected a plenty, the professors sat- 
isfied, and on down the road we went, head- 
ed this time toward Bethany. While at 
lunch the phone was employed to inquire 
whether Mr. Frisby was at home. Sure 
enough he was there and in a few minutes 
drove up to the hotel to pilot his visitors 
out to the Frisby & Frisby farms along the 
pavement north of town. 

Entering a beautiful big timber pasture 
Mr. Frisby instructed us to sit still while 
he drove on down to the buildings to get a 
saddle horse. “I’ll go down through the 
timber and drive ’em up” says the leading 
attorney of Bethany. And he did. Soon a 
cow and a husky calf leaped the creek and 
started up the hill toward the big Buick. 
Then another, and another, and soon many 
more, until the rider appeared along the 
timber line bringing the last of the cows 
and a group of calves that had not traveled 
so fast as their mothers. 

The Frisbys have an excellent herd of 
breeding cows, all good workers. “When 
they fail to bring a good husky coupon 
each year, they go into the feed lot” says 
Mr. Frisby. Consequently there was a calf 
with each cow. “I’ve been hounded nearly 
to death with folks trying to top these 
calves” said the man on the horse. “Going 
to allow anyone to do that” said I. “Nope, 
got several bidders for the whole bunch, 
and that’s the wav I’ll sell ’em. I want 
the buyer to have all the good ones.” 


Leaving this pasture and returning to the 
pavement a short drive brought us to an- 
other pasture where fifty or sixty yearling 
heifers were knee deep in heavy grass. 
They were of the pleasing sort, lowset, 
thick, nice type and showing plenty of qual- 
ity. Just such things as would serve as an 
excellent foundation herd for someone. 
They’re for sale, if someone wants that 
kind” said Mr. Frisby. Who informed us 
that he made a specialty of growing good 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle for the trade. 
Want to look over that record book” said 
the owner as we plodded across this pasture 
and rounded the point of a knoll. At this 
Suggestion he handed us a big record book. 
Every tabulation had been extended in type- 
Written form and the book with notations 


seemed most complete. Right here is where 
we discovered that Mr. Frank M. Frisby, 
junior member of the firm of Frisby & 
Frisby was after all a real cattleman. He 
looked at the heifers and then the chains 
and told us quickly without the aid of the 
book which heifer was which. “This one is 
out of the smooth cow you saw standing 
by that old log, and that one is out of the 
old cow with the nice head. Yes, she’s an 
Erica and the other one is a Blackbird. 
Their mothers never fail to bring us a good 
one.’ 

The party wanted to stop at Blake Broth- 
ers place near Des Moines before reaching 
home so it was necessary to leave all too 
soon for Mr. Frisby proved a most interest- 
ing and entertaining cowman. 

Winding along the crooked road which 
passes through the Blake farm, just at twi- 
light. furnished another beautiful setting of 
woodland pastures and Black cattle. The 
Blake boys passed up their supper in order 
to show their cattle. A roamin’ in the 
gloamin’ ‘neath the wide spreading boughs 
of majestic elms, bringin’ the cows up to 
the barn lot proved indeed a pleasant half 
hour. Here was a show cow, one of last 
year’s winning herd, and looking like she 
might be ready for another show ring tustle 
most any time. There was another. Here 
was a very promising bull calf, a strong 
show prospect, filled to the brim with qual- 
ity, straight as a string, thick and deep and 
just as smooth as a ribbon. One of the best 
young Blackcap bulls of the season. Across 
the road in another hill pasture, beneath a 
clump of low trees, stood in close forma- 
tion a group of cows. It was getting dark, 
but not so dark but that each of us could 
see a good one or two as they came for- 
ward to greet us and to show off their 
sweet babies. Lots of real calves in this 
pasture. Better bred ones are scarce. Cows 
of superior calibre would be still more dif- 
ficult to locate. A couple of Blackcap and 
Erica families that have been responsible 
for the Blake Brothers success in the cattle 
business were strongly in evidence. Dark- 
ness drew the curtain across this picture 
and we hiked back across the low hills to 
the roadside where “Steve” had left his car. 
“Pretty fine lads” says Prof. Kildee as we 
left the pair standing in the middle of the 
road, not far from the house. 

Down through the city and up the paving 
to Ames—two short days drive were over 
for the college men, but we still had forty- 
five miles to make, just Jack and I alone.

Three Record Associations Co-operate 


An event of considerable importance to 
the live stock and agricultural interests of 
southern Georgia and western Florida was 
held at Moultrie, Georgia, on Tuesday, May 
21st. The eradication of the tick from this 
section of these states has opened a new 
field in live stock development which will 
be of great economic importance to the 
south. Cotton farming has not been profit- 
able in recent years with the result that 
bankers, railroads and farmers are turning 
their attention to live stock as a means of 
developing a diversified system of farming. 
There is a large amount of land in these 
states that is well suited for grazing and 
for that reason there has been developed 
considerable interest in beef production. 


On May 21st a pure bred bull sale was 
held at Moultrie, Georgia. Representatives 
of the three beef breeds, Aberdeen-Angus, 
Herefords and Shorthorns were sold. Each 
breed being represented by a carload of 
about twenty-five bulls and sold under the 
auspices of the National Record Association 
for each breed. Excellent preliminary 
work had been done in advance of the sale 
by a member of agencies such as the Moul- 
trie Chamber of Commerce, the Georgia and

County Agents, several of the southern 
railroads, The Georgia Association and 
Swift & Company who operate an up-to-date 
packing plant at Moultrie.

vinced while in Scotland. One is that more 
attention is given there to the importance 
of the sire—attention which does not fall 
short of a willingness to pay for the right 
bull. The other is that individual merit and 
prepotent ancestry are placed above family 
and tradition to a far greater extent than 
is true in America. In fact, I was told that 
a certain American importer of long ago 
was largely responsible for establishing 
what little has existed of a family prejudice 
in Scotland. British people prefer facts to 
unrealities. 

Having visited the breeding herds after 
the close of the Perth and Aberdeen Sales 
we found very few sale bulls over six 
months old and in most herds not any above 
this age. It is the practice in Great Britain, 
and apparently it is a good one, for breed- 
ers to sell off their bulls every year as 
calves through the series of sales such as 
Perth, Aberdeen, Inverness and a few oth- 
ers. As nearly as I could learn very few 
sales of bulls are made privately or during 
other seasons of the year. A limited num- 
ber of females are sold at these winter 
sales, also, but the majority are sold at cor- 
responding female sales held in the fall of 
the year. 

In Scotland during the winter months 
the breeding herds are kept constantly un- 
der shelter. The cows are tied in stone 
barns side by side in close formation and 
are not turned out on any occasion until 
spring comes. Their food consists almost 
entirely of straw and turnips and because 
of the high water content of the turnips the 
animals do not require water from any oth- 
er source. It was a surprise to me to learn 
that no other provision for water is neces- 
sary. In as much as the climate of Scot- 
land is milder than in most sections of the 
United States where cattle are produced it 
is difficult for me to understand the ad- 
vantage of keeping the animals so closely 
housed. However, the Scotch seem to have 
found this practice advantageous as it 
seems to have been very generally adopted. 
Turnips constitute the bulk of the ration 
for the breeding herds during the winter 
months and they are also used to very good 
advantage for conditioning show and sale

cattle. They are grown on every stock 
farm. We saw as many as a hundred acres 
in one field. As a rule they are left in the 
ground until needed. The fact that this is 
possible will convey some idea as to the 
mildness of the climate, although during 
last February the ground froze quite se- 
verely but we were told that this was the 
coldest weather that had been experienced 
there in over a hundred years. 


About a mile from Craigellachie is Dan- 
daleith—well known to Americans as the 
home of John Philip who judged so satis- 
factorily at the Chicago International of 
1920 and who met an untimely death sev- 
eral years ago in a railway accident. | 
know that it will be pleasing to Americans 
who made the acquaintance of this fine 
young man at the time of his visit here to 
know of the very high esteem in which he 
was held in his home community. He was 
known there not only as an internationally 
famous Aberdeen-Angus breeder and judge, 
but for his kindliness, friendliness, and pub- 
lic-spiritedness as well. I became quite well 
acquainted with John Philip at the time he 
was in America. I had the pleasure of pre- 
siding at the dinner at which Mr. and Mrs. 
Philip were the honored guests and I shall 
never forget the splendid response made by 
Mr. Philip that night to the toast in his 
honor. Before we had had the opportunity 
to visit Dandaleith Farm, a son of John 
Philip—a lad of about eighteen years— 
learned that we were at the Craigellachie 
Hotel and called upon us there one evening 
and a very interesting evening was spent, 
indeed, discussing Aberdeen-Angus affairs 
of our respective countries! Young Mr. 
Philip appeared keenly interested in Amer- 
ica and asked many questions concerning 
the opportunities existing there for young 
men of today. It seems to be his ambition 
to make a start in some foreign land. 

We later went out to the farm which Is 
now devoted to preparing commercial cat- 
tle for the markets of Aberdeen and Lon- 
don under the supervision of Mrs. Philip 
and her son—the pure bred herd having 
been sold off in 1927 shortly after Mr. 
Philip’s tragic death. It was at Dandaleith 
that I received my first impression of the 
British method of preparing prime bullocks

These bullocks were in practic- 
ally every instance Aberdeen-Angus crosses 
and would compare in quality with our best 
feed lot specimens. They were the same 
kind of steers, in other words, as the tops 
of our Chicago market although more of 
them are still finished at an older age than 
is now customary in this country. The 
British people who are the most exacting 
epicureans still maintain that the older beef 
has the better flavor and for this reason it 
is favored by the highest class of trade of 
London and other British cities. — 

ore going to Scotland I was inclined 
= ania tint I should find consider- 
able variation of type between American 
and Scotch Aberdeen-Angus. I was agreeab- 
ly surprised, however, to find the type to be 
practically identical, the difference appear- 


ing almost entirely in conformation. In 
Scotland one finds perhaps more smooth- 
ness—more refinement—more style, and 
especially in the bulls—more scale. Par- 
ticularly noticeable in the British cattle are 
the refined heads and smooth tail settings. 
American cattle excel, no doubt, in thick- 
ness. However, this quality may be due to 
some extent to condition. Although the 
Scotch show cattle are presented in the 
most perfect bloom they are not fitted to 
the point of excessiveness that is so fre- 
quently seen in American show yards. The 
Scotch finish and bloom is acquired by the 
greater use of succulent feeds such as turn- 
ips, etc., whereas the American fitter de- 
pends more on concentrated feeds of high 
power with which he puts on every ounce 
of fat his animals will carry. The British 
method is superior to ours in that it is less 
detrimental to the health and future use- 
fulness of the animals. 

In Scotland I was greatly impressed by 
the high standard of the bulls particularly 
the herd sires. To be specific—in my opin- 
ion the bulls of Scotland are superior to our 
own. I am happy to say, however, that 
this same contrast does not apply to the 
females. In fact a Scotch breeder who 
judged at one of our Chicago International 
shows several years ago expressed himself 
to me emphatically in favor of our females. 


Meaty Sucoesions 


for Vacation Days

With summer days ahead, every house- 
wife is on the lookout for appetizing and 
nourishing recipes which will not take a lot 
of time in a hot kitchen to prepare. The 
beef and veal recipes given here will help 
solve the problem of what to serve to tempt 
the jaded appetite. Having ideas for dishes 
which can be prepared ahead of time is half 
the battle in cooking during hot weather. 


Jellied Tongue. 

Cook a calf’s tongue slowly until tender. 
Let it stand over night in its own liquor. 
Ina separate kettle cook a veal shank. 
Strain the liquor first through a strainer 
and then through cheesecloth. Both the 
veal liquor and the tongue liquor should be 
cooked down until there is just a pint of 
each. In the morning cut the veal and the 
tongue in small pieces. Heat the liquor and 
in it dissolve one tablespoon of gelatin 
which has been soaked in cold water. When 
it begins to harden, stir in the dices of veal 
and tongue and turn into individual molds. 
Chill. When ready to serve unmold and ar- 
none in a border around a mound of potato 
salad. 

For the quickly prepared summer supper 
dish in which the remnants of beef or veal 
roast or potroast may be used in an at- 
tractive way, stuffed eggs will be found 
very good.

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Make Your Own Mud Scrapers. 

Mud-tracked floors may be avoided even 
during the rainiest seasons of the year. 
Several kinds of mud scrapers can be made 
with only a small amount of labor.

One useful type is 
made by using two brushes. The sides of 
the brushes are fastened to a flat surface 
so that the bristles are towards each other.

A strip of 
old steel or iron may be fastened between 
the brushes to clean the bottom of the 
shoes. The bristles clean the mud from the 
sides of the shoe, while the metal scrapes it 
from the bottom.

yer. To me she is the outstanding woman 
of America today.

car and feeding station.

number of stations a short time ago. Care- 
ful inspection was made to determine the 
ratio of poor feeders and good feeders in 
the batteries. The percentage of poor feed- 
ers amounted to from fifteen to twenty per 
cent of the birds in the batteries. One can 
readily see that this item alone will involve 
a loss of several thousand dollars to a house 
of moderate capacity in a season’s time. 
Good feeders and poor feeders present 
certain definite characteristics which can be 
used in grading the stock. The head of a

In the male birds 
the head itself should be broad, deep and 
short displaying those masculine features 
so often noted in birds possessing good 
feeding qualities. In the females the head 
hould give a distinct feminine appearance 
at the same time the features should dis. 
play strength. The comb should be well- 
developed of uniform texture and placed 
firmly on the head; straight in those breeds 
demanding straight combs and lopped in 
those breeds demanding lopped combs. The 
eye as in the male should reflect vitality in 
abundance. The body-of the male and fe- 
male is one of the important points to look 
for feeder characteristics. In a good feeder 
the body will be well developed, the breast 
well rounded, possessing an abundance of 
muscular development. The breast will al- 
so be long. The skin of the breast and the 
body will be soft and pliable showing a 
texture so commonly found in healthy birds. 
The coloring of the breast will be a pinkish 
yellow, denoting a healthy skin. In the 
poor feeders we find shallow breast devel- 
opment. The skin on the breast of the 
poor feeder is dry and coarse and posseses 
a bluish purple color. Such a bird, de- 
pending upon the degree of color, must 
either be classified as a reject or as a med- 
ium feeder. From our survey we have 
found that it is very difficult to bring these

good place to look over this condition is a 
trifle below the base of the wing. Close 
observation of the breast is vitally import- 
ant to the success obtained in feeding birds. 
The abdominal region in the good feeder 
should be wide and deep, possessing ability 
for the bird to make use of a maximum of 
feed and at the same time having a place to 
deposit the muscle and fat tissue. The ab- 
dominal region in the good feeder is prac- 
tically the same for the male and the fe- 
male birds. The characteristic type of the 
breast and abdominal region varies some- 
what, of course, in regard to the type of the 
bird. The back of the bird should be long 
and broad. Here again on examining the 
skin we can determine to a great extent 
the difference in the characteristics of the 
good and the poor feeder. The legs of the 
bird will display certain characteristics. In 
the good feeder the shanks should be 
smooth, clear cut and well developed. The 
poor feeders, often times, will have thin 
shanks, knockkneed and may have deformi- 
ties of the toes or around the hocks. 

In grading birds for the feeding station, 
one should examine carefully the head, the 
breast, the back, abdominal region and feet. 
One should lay particular stress upon the 
pliability of the skin and the coloring of 
the skin in the different parts of the body. 
Such an individual examination may appear 
to be superfluous in the eyes of some re- 
celvers. On the other hand it is one of the 
most important duties that a receiver has 
to perform. A good receiver will become 
so thoroughly trained that he can detect 
these characteristics at a glance and can, 
therefore, handle practically as many birds 
as the receiver who pays no attention to 
these characteristics. An argument in fav- 
or of this practice is the fact that it means 
a tremendous saving in a station and live 
car. The medium feeder is the bird that 
will cause the most concern to the receiver 
and is the hard bird to classify. In order 
to overcome this difficulty some of the 
houses are practicing a plan of classifying 
their stock into three grades, good feeders, 
medium feeders and poor feeders.

winter. The calves fed grain during the 
winter were fatter when they went to grass 
May 1, were fatter off grass August 1, and 
fatter at the end of the test. 

7, Had the calves fed grain sold for the 
same price as those that had beed fed no 
grain during the winter there would have 
been little difference in the profits of the 
two lots. Last year both lots sold for the 
same price as those that had been fed no 
margin in favor of the calves fed some 
grain during the winter. :
